Amend the Constitution of the Court of Chancery 
in Ireland, and to reduce the Number of Judges 
in the Landed Estates Coux-ts. 



'"HEREAS certain Proceedings before the Masters in Preamble. 
Ordinary of the High Court of Chancery in Ireland 
are attended with Delay and Expense, and it is expe- 
dient that such Business now disposed of in the Office of such 
5 Masters should he transacted by and under the more immediate 
Direction and Control of the Judges of the said Court : And whereas 
the Number of the Judges of the Landed Estates Court in Ireland 
may be reduced without Detriment to the Public Service : Be it 
therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
10 with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in .this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
Authority of the same, as follows : 



1. The Office of Master in Ordinary of the said High Court of Office of 
Chancery, except that of the Receiver Master of said Court, shall Master in 
15 be and the same is hereby abob'shed, but reserving and subject to Chancery 
the Execution by the present Masters in Ordinary of the said Court, abolished, 
as such, of the Duties herein-after provided for ; and until they are of Receiver 
released under this Act they shall, for the Performance of such Master.
